Begin tells Sadat he’s 
waiting to resume talks 


Post Diplomatic Correspondent 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
yesterday wrote to Egypt’s Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat that -Israel is 
ready to resume the autonomy 
talks. But he pointed out that since 
Sadat suspended the talks, only he 
could call a resumption. 

He should tell the other two par- 
ties. Begin urged, what timing he 
had in mind, and discussion could 
then take place on the ' precise 
logistics. 

Aides said the premier’s letter 
was “calm and polite" in tone. 

U.S. Ambassador Samuel Lewis 
made separate calls on Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir and 
Interior Minister Yosef Burg in 
Jerusalem yesterday — but he ap- 
parently had little news to give 
them on the prospects of jl resump- 
tion. 

Burg told newsmen after his 
meeting with the envoy that Israel 
was now awaiting the results of 
Egyptian Vice-President . Hosni 


Mubarak's discussions in 
Washington. 

In his meeting with Shamir, 
Lewis stressed America’s current 
efforts to dissuade the EEC coun- 
tries from launching their own 
peace Initiative at this time. 

Begin 'a letter was in reply to 
Sadat’s of last Sunday In which the 
Egyptian leader accused Israel of 
souring the atmosphere by its West 
Bank settlement activity and by the 
Knesset vote on Genla Cohen's 
status- of -Jerusalem bill. The 
premier noted pointedly that the 
Cairo press, with . its diatribes' 
against Israel and against MTn«»if 
personally, had hardly helped im- 
prove the atmosphere. 

Begin wrote that the settlements 
were an integral element of Israel's 
national security. He also noted 
that the Knesset bill' merely 
restated the position which he 
himself had spelled out at Camp 
David and in subsequent meetings 
with Sadat. 


Mubarak brings Carter 
‘important message’

WASHINGTON. — President Jim- 
my Carter la due to meet today with 
visiting Egyptian Vice-President 
Husnl Mubarak, who is said to be 
arriving with an oral message from 
President Anwar Sadat to Carter. 

Mubarak is also to discuss 
bilateral U-S.-Egypttan Issues, in- 
cluding additional American 
military assistance to Egypt, dur- 
ing separate sessions with 
Secretary of State Edmund Muskie 
and Defence Secretary Harold 
Brown. 

The Americans seem confident 
that the autonomy negotiations can 
get back on track following 
Mubarak’s discussions here in 
Washington, although no one here is 
venturing any predictions about 
when, how or where. 


Earlier thlq week, the Egyptian 
government informed the U.S. that 
Mubarak would be arriving in 
Washington with a “very impor- 
tant” message for Carter, and the 
meeting was hastily arranged. 

U.S. officials, professing ig- 
norance yesterday about the nature 
of the message, believe that Sadat 
may have gone out on. a limb by 
citing a Knesset bill on Jerusalem 
as the justification for the suspen- 
sion of the negotiations. “He may 
be looking lot a graceful way to 
climb down,” one U.S. source said. 

That source doubted whether 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
would help Bad&Cif it required any 
further Israeli con c essions. 

Meanwhile, Muslde last week ap- 
parently failed to discourage 
America's West European allies

Public is prepared for 
drastic economic measures

TEL AVIV. — A sizeable majority 
of the pubUc supports drastic 
economic measures. Including 
sharp cuts In government spending 
and social services, even if it means 
a lowering of the standard of living. 

• This emerged from . the latest 
Jerusalem Post poll, conducted by 
'the Modi’in Ezrachi applied 
research centre among a represen- 
tative example of 1,802 adults. 

■ Asked. "Are you for drastic 
economic measures, even at the 
cost of lower living standards?" 
71.7 per cent said yes. 25.7 per cent 
replied no, and 2.6 per cent were un- 
decided. 

A supplementary question on 

whether those polled were for cuts 


in government spending even If it 
involved reduced public services, 
and particularly social services, 
produced results of 65 J. per cent 
far, 31.8 per cent against and 3.1 per 
cent undecided. 

Analysis of the responses by cen- 
tre director Amiram Yarkoni found 
greater support for drastic 
measures among voters of the 
Likud and the NRP. . 

Yarkoni found the most marked 
support for tougher economic 
measures and government spen- 
ding cuts among men, particularly 
those of secular persuasion and on 
the higher rungs of the economic 
and educational scale. This view 
was also more pronounced among 
white-collar occupations than blue- 
collar workers. 
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Korean rebels seek control of province 


KWANGJU, South Korea. — A 
motley militia of rebels demanding 
the repeal of martial law appeared 
to be fighting yesterday for control 
of a whole province in South Korea 
which has a population of about 
four million people. 

They defied crack government 
troops trying to contain the 
rebellion and threatened to shoot 
new Prime Minister Park Ghoong 
Hoon If he set foot on their territory. 

Alter tour days of rioting the 
rebels appeared to be In control of 
Kwangju, capital of the depressed 
rice-growing province of ChoHa, 
and or the nearby port city of 

Mokpo. _ . . . 

The death toll was estimated at 
about 100, with , several hundred 


more wounded or injured. 

Military authorities said-violence 
had spread to 18 towns in the 
province, but Prime Minister Park 
said after touring the area by 
helicopter that the situation was 
improving and would be under con- 
trol “before long." 

In Washington, the State Depart- 
ment yesterday warned that the 
U.S. government will "react 
strongly In accordance with its 
treaty obligations to any external 
attempt to exploft the situation In 
the Republic of (South) Korea." 

The statement made no direct 
mention of North Korea, but the im- 
plication was. clear. 

In answer to questions. State 
Department spokesman Sodding 
Carter said there were no signs of 


any unusual North Korean troop 
movements and that U.S. forces in 
South Korea had not been put on 
any special alert. There are some 
40,000 American military in South 
Korea. 

The State Department statement 
came after the Pentagon an- 
nounced that the U.S. has agreed to 
release an unspecified number of 
Korean troops from the U.8.- 
Korean joint command to help con- 
trol the disorders. In Kwangju, sur- 
rounded by government-titwps with 
mortars trained on the heart of the 
city, rebels fired ill-aimed bursts 
from light machineguns at F-86 
Sabre Jets and F-5 Freedom 
Fighters making threatening 
pa wars over the rooftops.

A stormy 

Labour 

meeting

TEL AVIV. — Labour Party chair- 
man Shimon Perea yesterday 
threatened to resign the party 
leadership. His rival, f o r mer prime 
mlniater Yitzhak Rabin, angrily 
walked out of a party Leadership 
Bureau meeting. And bureau 
members engaged in hours of 
acrimonious talk before condem- 
ning the anti-Perea newspaper ads 
sponsored by Rabin supporters last 
weekend. 

As expected, the subject of the 
ads — though not officially on the 
bureau’s agenda — dominated the 
meeting. The ads, in which Perea* 
credibility was assailed, were spon- 
sored by file pro=Rabin Urim group, 
which is not part ol Labour. 

Peres demanded that the bureau 
condemn anch extra-party 
groupings in no uncertain terms. 
When MK Shlomo Hlllel proposed 
that the question be transferred to 

anadhocpeace- TnaVIng f wwmittH i-, 

Peres reacted sharply and warned 
that he would have to return his 
mandate and resign the party 
leadership. 

"You would have to choose 
another chairman," be said. 

The bureau finally gave in to 
Perea by a majority of 88 to 8, with 
six abstentions, and went on record 
as taking to task “the activity of 
those party members who belong to 
organisations outside Labour whose 
purpose is to interfere in internal 
party affairs and to undermine its 
leaders and institutions.” 

Those who voted against were 
former Ahdut Avoda’s Y Israel 
Galili, Yitzhak Ben-Aharon and 
Mo she Carmel. Abstaining were 
Ihud kibbutz movement’s Mnssa 
Harif, utf Avraham Kata- Os 
former party secretary-general 
Meir Zarmi, aa well aa mk Ora 
N&xnlr, Herzliya Mayor Yosef 
Nevo, and Haifa’s Url Agami. 

But when toe vote took place, 
Rabin was no longer present. He left 
early, after MK Abba Eban’a 
scathing criticism of the attacks on 
Peres. 

Rabin came prepared, and 
promptly produced a 1974 
newspaper clipping containing an 
interview given by Ebon two weeks 
after the formation of the Rabin 
go v ernment, describing the day its 
naakenp wsa made public aa “one of 
the darkest ever In my life." 

R&Mn asked: “Why was there no 
rallying around the party leader 
then. How can Eban now speak of 
loyalty? Let there be no hypocrisy 
and double standard," he demand- 
ed, and then stormed 
demonstratively out of the room.

Begin signals 

toWeizman: 
comply or quit

TEL AVIV. — Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin yesterday sub- 
tly signalled Defence Minister 
Ezer Weizman that he has a 
choice of going to Canossa or 
going to Caesarea. 

This is how Herut pundits read 
yesterday's Herut Executive ses- 
sion, at which the Prime Minister 
went though the motions of attemp- 
ting to silence all attacks on Weiz- 
man, but which nonetheless turned 
into a long series of stinging 
assaults on the maverick defence 
minister. 

Not a single- speaker defended 
him. If more proof were needed of 
Weizman 's isolation in Herut, 
yesterday’s meeting provided it. 

Herut leaders said Weizman was 
left with the alternatives of humbly 
toeing the party line (Canossa), or - 
resigning his position and going 
home (to Caesarea). 

Weizman told reporters earlier 
yesterday that he would not attend 
the meeting and would have his say 
at Sunday’s cabinet session. 

Party sources close to the prime 
minister told The Jerusalem Post 
that last night's proceedings ' 
demonstrated Be gin's Intention “to 
let Ezer stew in his own Juice." 

They explained that Begin com- 
plied with the “classic gentlemanly 
code of toe Jabotinsky movement" 
in requesting- that there be no at- 
tacks on an absent colleague. He 
did not want it to appear as if Herut 


were pushing Weizman out, but be 
intended to send him toe message 
that he shape up or get out. 

If Weizman were to conclude that 
he had nothing more to do in the 
cabinet or the party. Begin would 
not ask him to remain, it was said. 

It was also noted that the prime 
minister went out of his way to 
praise Agriculture Minister Ariel 
Sharon’s presentation of the settle- 
ment Issue at the autonomy, 
negotiations, a fact which Herut in- 
siders felt should be interpreted as 
a hint to Weizman that he is dispen- 
sable and that super-hawk Sharon 
could be chosen to replace him. 

Begin himself never alluded to 
the latest Weizman controversy, 
but when Herut secretariat chair- 
man Y or ana Aridor indirectly took 
Weizman to task. Begin interrupted 
and asked that he not continue . in 
that vein. Executive members then, 
began shouting, indicating that 
they were very much after Weiz- 
man's blood. 

The members shouted questions 
about the defence minister's 
whereabouts and asked the prime 
minister how the party could ever 
deal with Weizman's behaviour If 
he persisted in boycotting its 
meeetings. 

The evening's most direct attack 
on Weizman came from Herat’s 
senior statesman Yohanan Bader, 
who argued that the party "cannot 
keep mum on an issue which preoc- 
cupies the whole country."

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Begin: 138 terror cells 
cracked in past year

TEL AVIV, — Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin disclosed yester- 
day that 138 Palestinian terrorist 
cells were discovered by security 
forces over the past year. 

Addressing members of the 
Herut Executive here last night, he 
said the cells included more than l,- 
000 active terrorists who had “vast 
quantities of weapons.” 

The prime minister said that, 
when the terror cells were cracked,- 
documents in Russian and English 
were discovered providing 
“unshakeable evidence that- the 
terrorists had been trained In the 
Soviet Union." 

He said the Palestine Liberation 
Organization operates on a daily 
budget of more than $lm. and en- 
joys support from East Bloc and oil- 
rich Arab states unprecedented for 
any similar "organization of 
murderers.” 


The prime minister said he was 
revealing these facts to explain why 
Israel “cannot leave a security 
vacuum In Judea, Samaria and 
Gaza." 

.“Not only would thousands of 
Jews be murdered in such an even- 
tuality," he said, "but peace would 
be slain. 

"It is too often Ignored that the 
PLO's sole victims are civilians 
and that never In its history has it 
dared to mount a raid on a military 
target,” Begin continued. 

The prime minister went on to 
say that, “were it not for preventive 
action by Israel's security forces, 
our lives would have been sheer 
hell. Thanks to this effort, we often 
enjoy periods free of terrorist out- 
rages. But we are then told by 
enlightened nations that this is In- 
dicative of a change of policy In the 
PLO and of the fact that it bas for- 
saken violent action.” 


‘Monitin’ popularity poll: 

Rabin widens lead as 
top choice for premier

TEL AVIV. — If Yitzhak Rabin led 
the L&bour-Map&m Alignment In 
elections now, his list would win 68 
Knesset seats as opposed to 23 for a 
Likud list headed by Premier 
Menahem Begin, according to this 
month's “Monitin” magazine poll. 

The poll, conducted by Mina 
Zemach of the Dahaf research in- 
stitute, also found that If Shimon 
Peres led Labour and Ezer Weir- 
man led the Likud list, the gap 
would narrow to ll seats: 50 for 
Labour and 39 for the Likud. And If 
Rabin and Welzraan were the main 
contenders. Labour would get 64 
seats to the Likud's 26. 

In testing the electoral appeal of 
major candidates for premier, 
Zemach found Rabin In the lead 
with 38.7 per cent (29.3 in April). 
Begin had 23.9 per cent (21.2). 
Peres 17.5 (24.7) and Welzman 12.6 
(17.7). 


A slight shift to the right was also 
noted, with an increase In Tehlya's 
appeal. 

If elections were held today, the 
Alignment (presumably under 
Peres) would win 60 seats (61 in 
April), Begin's Likud 26 (25), the 
National Religious Party 10 (10). 
the Aguda bloc 6 (6), Tehiya 4 (2), 
Shai 2 (2), and the smaller lists 
(Rakah, Shell, CRM and the Arab 
lists) 12 seats all together. 

Dr. Zemach conducted her poll 
among 1,237 adults during the 
period May 5 to 15. She noted in her 
comment that the respondents were 
probably Influenced by the Hebron 
killings and the unrest in Judea and 
Samaria. 

Zemach also found that interest 
in a new centre party has sharply 
declined. In the April poll such a list 
would have won 19 seats; today 
their support has shrunk to 12.

Despite Muskle's strong appeal to 
Britain, France, West Germany 
and the other European foreign 
ministers not to Interfere in the 
Camp David peace process, U.S. of- 
ficials are bracing for one of three 
possible European 'actions which 
they believe could seriously en- 
danger -prospects for - an eventual 
agree m<eirf-- an Palestinian' 
autonomy. 

With. the proepecta of meeting the - 
originally set May 28 "goal" for 
concluding the autonomy 
negotiations now removed, the 
Europeans are "itching to get their 
noses bloodied," said an American 
official, clearly upset at what he 
regarded as a new, disruptive ele- 
ment In the peace process. 

As a principle, the Americans 
sense that the Palestinians and 
Arab states will resist U.S. efforts 
-to enlist their support In the Camp 
avid negotiations so long as the 
ipeans hold out a seemingly 
ore attractive offer. 

The three possible European ac- 
tions, as outlined yesterday by U.S. 
officials, include: 

• A simple statement, Issued by 


the European Community, express- 
ing support for Palestinian “self- 
determination." This course of ac- 
tion is regarded by the Americans 
as posing the least possible damage 
to the negotiations. 

• A determination to seek a new 
UN Security Council resolution 
which would, in effect, replace 
Resolution 242. 

• The State Department has 
already promised Israel that the 
XI ,S.. would “opppsg'^imy auch.ef- 


however, believe that President 
Jimmy Carter would authorize the 
veto during a presidential election 
year.' 

• A complete plan or blueprint for 
a "comprehensive” Arab -Israeli 
settlement, which would clearly go 
beyond the Camp David framework 
accord on Palestinian autonomy. 

According to U.S. officials, the 
.Europeans have been losing 
patience with the U.S.-sponsored 
peace process over the course of the 
past several months. Privately, 
some State Department and White 
House "Arabists" and other 
specialists on the Middle East 
share their concerns, although not 
at the highest levels of government.

has committed “no deliberate in- 
fringements," according to these 
sources, of the force and deploy- 
ment limitations Imposed on her by 
the peace treaty. 

Such violations as there have 
been, say the sources, are "wrong 
Interpretations by local com- 
manders'* and are usually quickly 
rectified. 

Israeli defence sources angrily 
reject the accusation that Israel — 
and more specifically Defence 
Mlniater Ezer Welzman — 
offhandedly waived its right to con- 
tinue receiving the films taken by 
American surveillance planes. 

This was no spur-of-the-moment 
whim, they say, but part of an un- 
derstanding reached at the 
Madison Hotel talks in Washington 
back In 1979, to take effect upon 
completion of the February 1980 
withdrawal. 

They stress that while Israel (and 
Egypt) no longer receives the 
films. It still gets the “narrative 
results,” i.e., the Interpretation of 
these films written up by Pentagon 
experts. These, say the sources, 
coupled with Israel's own sur- 
veillance means, are entirely ade- 
quate. 

(The provision of these “results" 
by the U.S. to the two parties was 
part of the 1975 Interim Agreement. 
Until the February i960 withdrawal 
to the El-Aria h-Ras Mohammed 
line, the surveillance flights, the 
"results'* and the films covered 
both armies, which were both re- 
quired to obey Umitatlon-of-forces 
provisions in Western Sinai. Now 
the flights and the Information 
relate only to the Egyptian army, 
since the IDF, in Its remaining 
third of Sinai, is under no force 
restrictions. The flights will cease 
altogether with the final 
withdrawal In 1962.) 

U.S. sources agree that waiving 
the films was not a significant con- 
cession by Israel, since the 

narrative results" are unfailingly 
reliable and are available several 
days before the films. 

The termination of the U.S. sur- 
veillance flights in 1982 Is implied in 
the Peace Treaty. Israel was not in- 
terested in their continuation — 
because they would have to be bas- 
ed on reciprocity and include the 
Negev too, where there is to be a 
narrow Umitatlon-of-forces zone. 


Nevertheless, the prospect of 
their termination doubtless adds to 
the concern felt In Jerusalem over 
supervision arrangements follow- 
ing the final withdrawal. 

"We had a bad experience six 
months ago," said one source in the 
capital. “The Americans didn’t 
seem to exert themselves” to 
secure the UN peacekeeping role as 
provided in the treaty, or, failing 
that, to set up a "multinational 
force" as President Jimmy Carter 
had expressly undertaken. 
(Washington argued that the 
president's undertaking related 
only to the post-1962 period.) 

Israel has been pressing now for 
a renewed U.S. commitment to set 
up a multinational force in 1982, and 
also to recognize Israel's own. posi- 
tion — that it will refuse to execute 
the final withdrawal unless such a 
force la established. (Egypt holds 
that the withdrawal and the force 
are not linked.)

Athletes disappointed at 
decision to stay home

For the past four 
years we have been training and 
competing with the Olympics as the 
ultimate gooL For us it was not just 
participation to show the flag; we 
had realistic hopes of winning 
Israel Its first Olympic medal," 
yachtsman Sblmshon Brockman, 
22. of Haifa, said last night 

He and Eitan Frledlander, 21, are 
the current European champions in

“I feel that we are the victims of 
a political decision. Purely on spor- 
ting grounds we should have com- 
peted in the Olympic Games,” 
Brockman said. 

It was the wrong decision, 
Friedlander declared. 

But Brockman was ready to ad- 
mit that without some of the world's 
top yachtsmen competing, “these 
Olympics wifi not be the same."

But this plan was dropped when 
legal authorities pointed to the dif- 
ficulties It might create. 

Neighbours gave the two families 
an enthusiastic welcome. Some 
well-wishers came from the Israeli 
side of the Green Line.

Rev. Dr. G. Douglas Young, one 
of the foremost Christian sup- 
porters of Israel, died on Wednes- 
day of heart failure at age 69. 
body was discovered at his home in 
Motza, Jerusalem yesterday. 

"Christianity owes a tremendous 
debt to Judaism and Israel, and I 
have decided that as long as I live I 
shall endeavour to regard this debt 
as my profound obligation.” 
Douglas Young once told a 
Jerusalem audience. 

Throughout Mb long and fruitful 
life. Young remained true to this 
pledge. Upon his first visit here in 
1956, when he realized that Chris- 
tian students from American 
colleges' disregarded Israel and 
Jewish Jerusalem In favour of Jor- 
dan and the Jordanian-occupied 
part of the city, he decided to 
change the situation. 

Young founded the American 
Institute of Holy Land Studies atop 
Mount Zion In 1958. During that 
time, Arab Legion soldiers manned 
outposts atop the wall a few metres 
away. They were occasionally 
trigger-happy and inflicted 
casualties on Jewish visitors. But 
nothing deterred Dr. Young from 
achieving his goal.

Young built a small college where 
American students and ..visitors 
were abler. to "meet -Israel" and.-

These efforts often resulted in a 
change of attitude among Christian 
students, .from ignorance and con- 
tempt to understanding and ap- 
preciation.

For the last 12 days, a handful of 
Israel TV journalists have been 
travelling between Jerusalem and 
Tel Aviv in private taxis — with the 
Broadcasting Authority paying 
hundreds of shekels for each trip — 
in protest over cuts in their car 
allowances. 

On May 11, the authority was 
ordered by the Treasury to cut the 
car allowances of TV Journalists 
and production workers by half 
Management was allowed to dis- 
tribute one-quarter of the total 
allowances to Journalists who 
deserved extra money for bona fide 
working trips in their own cars. 

The journalists’ and production 
staff works committee instructed 
its members not to use their private 
cars for work on lnterurban routes 
and* not to take public transporta- 
tion. 

A works committee source said 
that, with the severe reduction in 
kilometrage, "it just doesn’t pay" 


for journalists to use their cars for 
assignments out of town. They were 
subsidizing the Broadcasting 
Authority by taking' money out of 
their own pockets, he added. 

The authority has a fleet of five ' 
rented cars for the use of Tfr ! 
journalist-technician teams on | 
assignment. But the handful of 
staffers who must go to another city 
for a briefing or a meeting demand- 
ed to be sent by private taxis. With 
the meter running while the jour- 
nalists attend meetings, the cost 
can run up to IS300 during the day 
or IS500 at night. 

Also involved are those who put 
on the consumer affairs 
programme "Kolhotek,” which is 
prepared In Tel Aviv and taped In 
Jerusalem. 

A management source said that 
several dozen such trips are now 
made each week. He said that while 
the private taxis were an out- 
rageous expense, the cut in 
kilometrage meant substantial 
savings.

Yariv: Israel should set conditions 
for Palestinian self-determination

Israel should declare that It is 
ready — under certain conditions — 
to recognize the right of the 
Palestinians to self-determination, 
Ahif (Res.) Aharon Yariv, head of 
the Centre of Strategic Studies and 
a former information minister, aaid 
yesterday. 

The move to Independence should 
be gradual, he told a symposium at 
the Hebrew University. The Camp 
David autonomy plan would then 
become a phase in a process and 
not of a way of evading the process. 

"We should stop short of offering 
the Arabs a .Palestinian state," 
Yariv cautioned, "though I do not 
. say that such an option, has to be out 
of bounds altogether' during the 
negotiations/'. 

It is not enough to placate thfe 
governments of Egypt and the U.S. 
Israel has to find a way of living 
with Its Arab neighbours, he said, 
adding: "Jordan should be Included 
in the negotiating process. 

"I think that if we crossed the 
hurdle and accepted the principle of 
Palestinian sovereignty, the Jor- 
danians would respond. Their par- 
ticipation may not provide the 
hoped-for solution, but it would

TEL AVIV (Itim). — Builder 
Avraham Rubinstein, 84, one of the 
country's biggest, was charged 
yesterday In district court here 
with giving a bribe to Yosef 
Kornblum, 65. Holcm city engineer. 
Komblum was charged with accep- 
ting the bribe. 

The charge sheet says that in 1973 
Rubinstein sold an apartment in a 
young couples development to 
Komblum 's son, Ze’ev, although he 
was not eligible to buy it. 

Rubinstein also allegedly gave 
Ze’ev Kornblum preferential 
terms. 

Rubinstein’s firm, the charge 
sheet said, has built extensively in 
Holon, and the accused men have 
known each other since 1953. 
Rubinstein has frequently had 
recourse to the good offices of the 
city engineer. 

In 1971. both men took part in 
negotiations which resulted in 
Rubinstein’s firm being given a 
contract to build 240 apartments 

within the framework of a Housing 
Ministry project to build subsidized 
housing for young couples. 

The agreement provided for an 
increase in the density of building 
that Rubinstein's firm was per- 
mitted to construct 1 and stipulated 
that the apartments should only be 
sold to young couples. \ 

But on March 7, 1973, a contract 
of sale was signed with Ze’ev 
Komblum, in the presence of his 
father. Although Komblum's con- 
tract bound him to deposit a 
guarantee of IL6.000 and to retain 
the apartment for five years, he 
failed to abide by the first condi- 
tion' which was incumbent on all 
other recipients. Re also let the 
apartment Immediate#. 

Sale of the apartment constituted 
a bribe, the prosecution claims.

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Mobs still roam streets 
after Bloemfontein riot 


BLOEMFONTEIN , South Africa 
lUPIi: — Riot police cordoned off 
Bloemfontein's black townships 
yesterday, but angry mobs were 
still roaming the streets after a 
shootout with police that left at 
least two rioters critically wound- 
ed. 

A white serviceman was still In 
critical condition in a Bloemfontein 
hospital after being beaten by a 
black mob. Police said one black 
youth bled to death from gunshot 
wounds inflicted by a marauding 
gang of rioters. 

Police throughout the Free State 
province, the heart of Afrikaner- 
dom, remained oo full alert after 
violence erupted in the Batho 
township near the city on Wednes- 
day night. 

Mobs of black youths went on a 
rampage, overturning cars and 
buses and setting them alight, ston- 
ing police vehicles and government 
buildings and shouting abuse at 
policemen. 

The violence was triggered when 


a mob of blacks hijacked a military 
vehicle, then dragged Its white 
driver from the cab and beat him 
senseless. The vehicle was driven 
Into the township and police went in 
to retrieve It. 

A confrontation ensued between 
the mob and police and police open- 
ed fire after being pelted with 
rocks, wounding two women. 

Schools and liquor stores have 
been shut in Batho and surrounding 
townships and bus services have 
been suspended. Police roadblocks 
have been set up at all entrances to 
black areas and thousands of 
workers were forced to 'stay home. 

In Windhoek, South West Africa, 
security forces killed 26 black 
nationalist guerrillas for the loss of 
four men in' the past week, a 
military spokesman said yester- 
day. 

He said the guerrillas belonged to 
the South West African People's 
Organisation and were all killed in 
contacts on the Namibia side of the 
border with Angola. 


Volcano rumbles anew as 
Carter tours disaster area 


VANCOUVER, Washington. — 
Geologists said yesterday that 
Mount St. Helens has begun rumbl- 
ing again, indicating renewed 
movement of molten rock within 
the volcano. 

Meanwhile, President Jimmy 
Carter took off in a helicopter from 
Portland, Oregon, In rainy weather 
to look at the damage from Sun- 
day's eruption, which he called 
"one of the most devastating ex- 
plosions our nation has ever seen." 

The bad weather hampered the 
search for 60 people still reported 
missing in the area. The death toll 
from the eruption remained at 14. 

"There is no way to describe it," 
Carter said. “It's a horrible sight." 

The president flew over 400 
square km. of destruction and came 
within 3 km. of the volcano's crater 
before the helicopter turned away 


because of rain, mist and snow. 

Carter estimated that it would 
take decades to clean up the 
damage and the hundreds of metres 
of volcanic ash that had settled on 
the area. 

Carter's tour was to. Include an 
hour-long stop in Kelso and 
Longview, Washington, whose 50,- 
000 residents were told earlier this 
-week to be prepared for immediate 
evacuation if a mud wall at Spirit Lake 
high. on the mountain gave way, 
sending millions of litres of water 
cascading down the mountain 
towards the Columbia River. 

An overnight rain In eastern 
Washington washed much of the 
ash deposits from Spokane's 
streets. However, across the state 
line in Idaho, the National Guard was 
called out to help clean up the 
volcanic debris. (AP, UPI, Reuter) 


Turkey hopes to profit from 
Western embargo of Iran 


ANKARA (AP). —Although it con- 
siders the Iranians holding the 53 
U.S. hostages as "gangsters,” 
NATO-member Turkey is not join- 
ing the trade embargo against 
neighbouring Iran, Premier 
Suleyman Demirel said in an inter- 
view yesterday. 

"We have very strong ties with 
the people of Iran and I think a win- 
dow should be kept open. Sometime 
from that window shmethlng could 
be. said,- rche' 'nirk&JT leader -'told' 
the- Aasociated-Pveai. i " 

Iran's IS 'million Turkish- 
speaking minority. Intense border 
traffic and oil imports have kept the 
two countries in close contact, even 
after Iran's revolution triggered 
the death last year of the 20-year- 
old Central Treaty Organisation 
(CENTO), a common defence 
group which Included Pakistan and 
Iran. 

Several western countries have 
noted that the U.S. boycott and 
limited sanctions adopted last 
weekend by nine Common Market 
countries could easily be cir- 
cumvented by re-export to Iran of 
western Imports to Turkey. 

Turkish businessmen would 


stand to profit as middlemen seek- 
ing to make ends meet in an 
economy wracked by triple-digit In- 
flation, 20 per cent unemployment 
and bloated state bureaucracy look- 
ing the other way. 

Turkish businessmen have 
already visited Teheran seeking 
agricultural sales, while Iran's 
Foreign Minister Sadegh Gfaotb- 
zadeh was Invited this week at the 
Islamabad!. Islamic conference to 
visit here.sdonr ... 

Ha rd-pr eased for both hard 
currency and oil; Turkey is 
reportedly willing to accept 
payments either in countries where 
Iran's assets were not frozen or 
directly in fuel.

Libyan hit squads probed 


ATHENS (UPI) . — The activities of 
Libyan hit squads were under 
police investigation in two Euro- 
pean capitals yesterday: 

In Athens, police said yesterday a 
young Libyan found dead with his 
throat slashed was a junior officer 
in the Libyan army known for his 
outspoken opposition to Libyan 
leader Muammar Gaddafi. 

A police spokesman said Abdul- 
Rahman Abu Bakr, the eighth Li- 
byan exile slain by suspected Li- 
byan hit squads, left Libya earlier 
this year because he opposed the 
Gaddafi regime. Abu Bakr arrived 


in Greece from Rome two months 
ago. 

In Rome, ..police yesterday in- 
terrogated a 25-year-old Libyan in 
connection with the attempted kill- 
ing of a Libyan restaurant owner. 

,~Police arrested Monsur 
Belgazem, who arrived from Libya 
a week ago, after the attempted 
killing late on Wednesday night of 
restaurant owner Salem Mohamm- 
ed . Fezzani, 45, a Libyan-born 
naturalized Italian. Investigators 
said Belgazem told them under In- 
itial interrogation he bad been sent 
“by the people to kill Fezzani." 


El Salvador doctors strike 
to protest hospital slayings 


CHOLERA. — More than 200 cases 
of cholera, including 10 deaths, 
have been recorded by Mozam- 
bican authorities during the past 
two months- 
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SAN SALVADOR, El Salvador 
[UPI). — Seven hundred doctors 
stalked out of the nation's hospitals 
in a one-week strike to protest a 
rash .of operating room 
assassinations and the killings of 
two physicians. 

But ably .hours after the strike 
was announced on Wednesday, 15 
gunmen’ burst into the emergency 
room at San Salvador’s Rosales 
hospital, seized an unconscious 
bullet-wound victim awaiting sur- 
gery and fled in a van, tthe 
authorities said. 

It was the seventh attack by 
gunmen on a hospital patient this 
year, they Said. The other patients 
were all shot to death, often while 
on the operating table for Surgery 
on bullet wounds. 

Spokesmen for the doctors said 
the 700 medical interns and 
residents at hospitals across El 
Salvador are protesting the 
operating room assassinations and 


the kidnapping, torture and 
shooting deaths of two doctors last 
week in the town of Cojutepeque, 29 
km. west of the. capital. 

The terrorist victims were Dr. 
Carlos Alfaro, 22, and Dr. Miguel 
Garcia, 28, both of whom worked at 
the local town hospital and ' ifr ere 
graduates of the . natfo naJ uni ? er-; 
sity's medical .sc^ooL' 

The doctors''stnke caxhe after six' 
unions belonging’ to a powerful lef- 
tist labour confederation an- 
nounced a 24-hour nationwide strike 
yesterday to protest government 
repression. 

Right-wing extremists yesterday 
announced the formation of the 
secret anti-Communist army "to 
physically eliminate communists" 
— including members of the ‘U.S.- 
backed junta. 

The communique said that the 
new army consisted of seven of El 
Salvador's most rabidly anti- 
Communist underground groups. 


Carrington regrets ‘offensive’ film 


LONDON (Reuter). — Foreign 
Secretary Lord Carrington sold 
yesterday that the controversial 
British television film about the ex- 
ecution of a Saudi princess for 
adultery was "deeply offensive." 

“It was a bad film and I wish it 
had never been shown," he said in a 
speech prepared for delivery to the 
Middle East Association here. 


He said there had been Saudi dis- 
tress and anger about the film and 
added he was sorry tor the un- 
derstandable offence which it had 
caused to the royal family In Saudi 
Arabia, to other Saudis and to 
Moslems everywhere. 

Carrington called for a recon- 
ciliation with Saudi Arabia and said 
Britain would do all it could to bring 
this about. 


Banks, gov’t offices shut in Assam 


NEW DELHI (Reuter). — Govern- 
ment offices and banks were closed 
for the second day running in In- 
dia's northeastern Assam State 
yesterday to back demands that all 
illegal immigrants be expelled 
from the state, the Press Trust ot 
India <PTI) reported. 

Students have called for nine 
days of action in Assam to press the 
demands. 

But shops and factories were 


open and air, rail and road traffic 
was normal, PTI said. 

The Assamese have been trying 
for eight months to force the 
national government to expel the 
migrant workers. Students say 
there are more than 3.5 million il- 
legal Immigrants In Assam, mainly 
from Bangladesh and Nepal. 

More than 80 people have- died 
and schools and colleges have 
remained closed since the distur- 
bances began. 


Kenyans call for Uganda conference 


NAIROBI (UPI). — The govern- 
ment of Kenya yesterday criticized 
the detention of ousted Ugandan 
President Godfrey Binaisa and call- 
ed tor an all-party conference In- 
cluding the deposed leader to settle 
Uganda's future. 

The Kenya news agency Issued a 
government statement which ex- 
pressed concern at reports that 
Binaisa was being held under house 
arrest in Uganda by Tanzanian 
troops following his overthrow last 
week by a six-man military Junta.

EEC embargo goes into effect 

Syrian to meet Waldheim 
to plot new Iran strategy 


GENEVA.— Syrian diplomat Adib 
Daoudy arrived in Geneva yester- 
day tor a meeting with UN 
Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim 
in the latest round of UN efforts to 
free the 53 American hostages be- 
ing held In Iran. 

Shortly after arriving from 
Damascus, Daoudy said the 
meeting would probably take place 
this afternoon, after the secretary- 
general returns to Geneva from 
London. However, Daoudy declin- 
ed giving details of the meeting. 

Daoudy visited Iran In March as 
a member of the five-man UN com- 
mission to hear Iran's grievances 
against the U.S. But the mission 
failed when the commission was 
refused permission to see the 
hostages. 

Meanwhile, a European Common 
Market trade embargo against Iran 
went into effect yesterday, but with 
a united front broken by Britain's 
decision not to make the measures 
retroactive. 

Officials in Brussels said 
member countries had given their 


final approval to the embargo 
agreed by community foreign 
ministers in Naples last weekend, 
and EEC ambassadors met in 
regular session yesterday to review 
the last technical arrangements- 

Britain was one of the main 
backers of sanctions aimed at help- 
ing UJS. efforts to gain the release 
of the hostages. But Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher last Monday 
dropped British commitment to a 
clause backdating a trade embargo 
on all contracts to last November 4. 
the day student militants seized the 
hostages In the U.S. Embassy «« 
Teheran.

Islamic states decide to try 
to resolve crisis in Kabul 


ISLAMABAD, Pakistan. — Islamic 
countries yesterday launched an 
Afghan peace initiative including 
an offer to hold Informal talks with ■ 
President Babrak Karmal's Marx- 
ist government. 

Although they Insisted that no of- 
ficial recognition would be granted 
the Kabul government while Soviet 
troops kept it in power, the move 
presaged a possible breakthrough 
In the crisis. 

The Islamic foreign ministers' 
conference in Islamabad, which 
ended yesterday after six days, set* 
up a three-man peace committee to 
seek restoration of Afghanistan's 
independence and 'non-aligned 
status. 

Pakistan foreign affairs adviser 
Agha Shahi said the committee 
would go to several capitals, In- 
cluding Moscow, and could have 
contacts with the Karmal govern- 
ment, which Is fighting a civil war 
with Moslem rebels. 


He called the move “a great 
forward step." 

The 40 -nation conference also 
urged Iran to end swiftly its hostage 
dispute with the U.S. 

But the UJ3. was sharply con- 
demned for last month’s aborted 
hostage rescue attempt and its 
economic sanctions against Iran. 

A resolution expressed "outrage" 
at Egypt and other unnamed coun- 
tries in the region for allegedly 
providing assistance to the 
American mission, sources said. 

It called on the major powers to 
withdraw immediately from the In- 
dian Ocean area, which all should 
consider a "zone of peace." 

Meanwhile, reliable reports 
reaching new New Delhi yesterday 
said at least 200 Soviet troops were 
killed during a two-week offensive 
in Afghanistan's Ghana! province, 

southeast of Kabul.

Cypriot monastery treasures stolen 


NICOSIA (UPI)- — One of the most 
Important shrines of the Greek 
Orthodox Church, the monastery of 
Saint Barnabas, has been looted of 
20 priceless icons and crosses, 
Turkish Cjypriot press reports said 
on Wednesday. 

The daily English-language 
"News from the North"- said 
“unknown persona" broke into the 
monastery, located within, the 
■Turkish • '•army-occupied northern 
sector of Cyprus, on Monday night. 

• Officials of the Cyprus Church 
and Antiquities Department said it 
was Impossible to assess the value 
of the 20 stolen treasures, but some 


of them are among the moat 
revered relics of the Orthodox 
church. 

The monastery used to be ad- 
ministered ' by three monks, but 
three years ago the monks were 
farced to leave underpressure from 
the Turkish military authorities. 

Since then, the monastery and the 
nearby Tomb of the Apostle have 
been under the care of the Turldah- 
Cypriot authorities who 'had 
repeatedly assured international 
bodies like UNESCO 2 andtheo 
Orthodox hospitallers that all the 
Items of value had been catalogued 
and were being guarded. 


Pope upholds ban on rebel theologian 


VATICAN CITY (AP). — Pope 
John Paul n has personally upheld 
the Vatican decision to bar 
maverick theologian Hans Kong 
from teaching Roman Catholic 
theology, according to a papal 
document released here yesterday. 

In a May 15 letter to the German, 
episcopal conference, the pontiff 
reaffirmed papal infallibility' — a 
key church doctrine the 51-year-old 
Swiss-born priest bas questioned 


repeatedly. Rung also challenged 
the doctrine that Jesus is the son of 
God born of a virgin mother. 

"A theologian who does not 
accept the Church doctrine in Its en- 
tirety, should he be given the right' 
to teach in the name of the Church 
and on the basis of the special mis- 
sion the Church Is entitled to?” the 
pope asked rhetorically in ids eight- 
page letter, written in .German. 


Ghana mutineers get prison terms 


ACCRA, Ghana (UPI). — An army 
court martial has convicted 51 
soldiers of mutiny for taking part in 
a coup attempt last month. 

The soldiers, charged with con- 
spiring to defy military authorities, 
were sentenced at a secret trial to 
prison terms ranging from 12 to 15 
years.

try.”

relationship with Eretz T Israel — 
which finds Its most explicit expres- 
sion in the Palestine Covenant but 
which is no less emphatic in the at- 
titude of all the other Arabs — is so 
absurd that it may appear to be 
counter-productive. But the 
tremendous potential of the big lie 
should not be forgotten. More 
ominously, the He Is entwined in a 
larger theme which seems to be 
taking shape In various quarters, 
with grave implications for the 
Jewish people. 

THERE IS in progress an effort, 
not perhaps always conscious, to 
separate the Jewish people from its 
past, from Its history, from Its 
roots. This is not a new Idea. It is an 
essential ingredient of one form of 
classical anti-Semitism in the days 
of our statelessness: the Jew 
without roots as the villain. It Is 
now appearing in a new guise — It 
threatens the foundations of our 
national renaissance in Eretz 
Yterael. 

Significantly enough, while the 
Arabs have been busy for years 
building up a completely mythical 
history of a national relationship 
that never was, even to the extent of 
identification with the -original 
Canaanites, to establish their 
original and overriding right to the 
country — the Jews are Ad- 
monished against every reference 
to history, to historic connection, to 
historic claim. 

It is indeed a subject for 
Hafkaesque fantasy; but it is there, 
staring us In the face. It has become 
a fashion to Insist that the Jews 
have no right to call on history, that 
their history is irrelevant, of no con- 
sequence. In. short, It might as well 
hot exist; at this point it merges In 
the Arab refrain that in fact it does 
not exist. Thus, settling Jews in 
their homeland can be "justified" 
only if it can be proved that a par- 
ticular village is of strategic or tac- 
tical importance. 

Unfortunately, weak-minded' 
Jews, shutting their eyes and clos- 
ing their minds to the admittedly 
unpleasant Arab purpose of under- 
mining the moral as well as 
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destroying the physical foundations 
of Jewish statehood, have also 
taken up the cry. 

Hence the feckless campaign 
against Jews going to live in Judea 
and Samaria. Hence the Incredible 
thesis that Jews may Uve in the Jor- 


dan Valley not because the Jordan 
Valley is part of their homeland, 
hut because some generals and 
politicians have decided that this Is 
“justifiable", on the grounds of 
security. 

It so happens that the security of 
the Jewish state can only be 
rationally assured if it controls the 
whole of Western Palestine, em- 
bracing the historic defence belt 
provided by the Judean and the 
Samarian mountains. They are the 
strategic backbone of the country. 

In the same way, the British peo- 
ple, masters of a much larger and 
more easily defensible country, 
regard the Channel as their securi- 
ty belt against attack from the con- 
tinent. 

If the people of Israel are to purr 
sue a sane and rational dialogue 
among themselves and with the 
world outside, it la -essential that it . 
be made plain that their national 
security Is an internal function 
flowing from the fact of Eretz 
Yisrael being the Jewish Homeland 
— and not that of -survivors from 
.the Holocaust who took refuge in a 
country that does not belong to - 
them — the way the Arabs depict 
us. 

- THE GOVERNMENT in 1967, exer- 
cising the authority accorded by the 
Knesset, was too- timid to Incor- 
porate Judea and Samaria within 
the State of Israel — an entirely 
comprehensible act of justice, equi- 
ty and natural security. But it did 
take the step in eastern Jerusalem. 
Reunited Jerusalem thus amusing- 
ly acquired a municipal status 
equivalent to that of Tel Aviv or 
Haifa. 

Precisely because of the Jewish 
people's unequivocal sense of 
Jerusalem as the heart of its 
patrimony and the historic centre 
In its life as a people, it can respect 
with equanimity the special 
relationship of Christianity with the 
holy city of its birth, as well as the 
holy places of Islam within Its 
walls. Israel has consequently, 
without any complexes, assured un- 
iversal freedom of access to the 
holy places. 


Israel could Ignore the quite 
different treatment of Jews in 
Jerusalem la the past by Moslems 
and Christians alike. 

There is consequently no reason 
or justification, in sanity and logic 
and justice, for Israel to fall into the 
trap of opening the "future of 
Jerusalem" to discussion. It la true 
that the Moslem kings of Saudi 
Arabia have protested a religious 
interest in Jerusalem so deep and a 
yearning for its holy places so In- 
tense that nothing hut Moslem rule 
there will appease them; and the 
American official response has 
been to peddle this impudent 
pretence as conferring some 
special right on the Saudis to dic- 
tate the future of Jerusalem. 

- Washington's respectful response 
to Riyadh’s nonsense derives, of 
course, from a common religious 
source called oil; and neither in 
Washington nor in Riyadh has 
anybody ventured to explain the 
relevant circumstance that during 
the whole 19 years of Moslem rule 
In Jerusalem, none of the Saudi 
rulers, who did spend much time 
living high in Europe and the U.S. 

' ever set foot In this city of their 
dreams. 

THERE ARE SIGNS that the 
Americans are not taking seriously 
Israel's proclaimed steadfastness 
on Jerusalem. They have no doubt 
been influenced by the fact that 
Israeli governments, past and pre- 
sent, have buckled under pressure 
on issues vital to Israel’s security. 
What government in its senses, 
they might well ask for example, 
would have given up the oil of Sinai 

— whatever the pressures? A 
squeeze here, a veiled threat there, 
and they will buckle under qn 
Jerusalem as well. 

Hence, the unprecedented reac- 
tion of State Department, 
spokesman Reston, who, knowing 
perfectly well that the bill in- 
troduced in the Knesset is purely a 
constitutional reaffirmation of an 
existing fact, "reassured" the 
Egyptians that they need not take 
the matter seriously, that it was no 
more than an opposition ploy. 

It is clear that the U.S. -Egyptian 
partnership will soon be exerting 
new pressure for "opening a 
debate” on Jerusalem. 

It is consequently all the more 
important that the Knesset speed 
up the process of codifying the Law 
of Jerusalem the Capital.

Nor, since 1967, is there evidence 
that well-behaved Israeli soldiers in 
' fact do give “less offence" than 
Jewish settlers In areas thickly 
peopled by Arab villagers; indeed, 
recent events at RamaJah, Hebron 
and elsewhere on the West Bank 
suggest the probability that local 
(including Jewish) violence Is in 
direct proportion to the growth of 
civilian Israeli settlement, whether 
legal or otherwise, among long- 
established Arab communities. 

SECONDLY, Professor Eldelberg 
concedes that "Arab feelings 
should not be Ignored," though here 
aa later he does not propose how 
much if. any weight may be ac- 
corded them. He then assumes as 
given that Israel “can (lay) claim 
on legal and moral grounds to 
Judea and Samaria." 

Oddly, again, he does not 
elaborate this arguable point, but 
says our national security must be 
the "ultimate criterion" of govern- 
ment decision-making — a claim 
few Israelis would dispute. 

He is, however, significantly mis- 
taken In equating American bases 
on Okinawa with our military en- 
campments In the administered 
territories: the former have been 
leased for a set period by agree- 
ment between Japan and a close al- 
ly. which is hardly true of the latter 
case. 

Still more open to question is 
Professor Eidelberg’s explicit view 
that "certain people" here and in 
the West cannot "face with intellec- 
tual and moral courage... that Arab- 
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Islamic hostility toward the Jewish 
State -ffi^&^lmfetaphyslcal and im- 
mutable fact of Arab-Israeli ex- 
istence," destined to endure in full 
even if Israel withdraws from the 
territories. - 

Metaphysical "facts" may be left 
to the philosopher or student of 
poetics to define; historians of the 
Middle East and elsewhere have 
learned that no phenomenon, of 
■whatever duration. Is immutable. 

It Is not a lack of intellectual and 
moral courage that gives pause to 
“certain people,” but rather keen 
awareness of the complexities of 
the Middle Oast political scene. To 
invert a cliche, history does not 
always repeat itself; instead, it un- 
folds in Improbable ways, except in 
the eyes of orthodox Marxists, 
other true believers and self- 
avowed prophets. 

Modern history is replete with ex- 
amples of reconciliation between 
erstwhile “immutably" hostile 
neighbouring states — America and 
Mexico, France and West Ger- 
many, even Egypt and Israel. 

The last-named instance may, of 
course, prove ephemeral, especial- 
ly if we accept the implications of 
Professor EIdelberg*s thesis that 
“not peace but some, farm of war- 
fare Is the 'normal' state of affairs 
in the history of nations." 

Quite properly, he mentions other 
kinds of intercommunal strife 
which fall short of armed conflict, 
while misparaphrasing Claus ewitz, 
who said, "Diplomacy" (not 
“peace") "is" (not "may be") “the 
pursuit of warfare carried cm by 
other means." 

IT IS THE essence of relations 
among even the friendliest- 
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5 governments'.^ engage in. com- 

' petitlve co-esdstetice, conducted 
mainly through diplomatic 
channels. Would Professor 
Eldelberg wish differently? I do not 
think so. But even given the now- 
doubtful scientific axiom that “fun- 
damental antagonisms" have a 
"primordial” foundation, this 
should not imply an inevitable 
resort to war as the only way of 
solving inter-state conflict. 

. One does not have to be ‘‘tender- 
hearted"' (or francophile) to con- 
cur with De Gaulle's maxim that 
"nations have no permanent 
friends, only permanent interests." 
We might add that. Professor 
Eldelberg notwithstanding, nations 
have no permanent enemies either, 
and, to cite a well-known Arab say- 
ing, "The enemy of my enemy is 
my friend." 

The Egyptian-Israell rapproche- 
ment in the face of two common 
*foes — the high cost of maintaining 
a garrisoned state and Soviet 
aggressive moves In the Middle 
East (a concern shared by Saudi 
Arabia and Jordan) — may go far 
to explain why there is rational 
hope on the part of numerous 
Jewish and Arab intellectuals that 
national self-interest can overcome 
deeply embedded, often justified 
mutual distrust or suspicion. 

FINALLY, Professor Eldelberg 
points up the varied detrimental 
effects on Israel of terrorist action 
like that in Hebron. 1 

There can be no gainsaying the 
negative Impact mentioned upon 
our economic progress and. general 
sense of well-being. One must agree 
that a major goal of such organized 


outbreaks Is to weaken, demoralize 
and divide the Israeli body politic. 

Yet he (and the.PLO) seem to 
overlook the evidence that similar 
acts of war until now have tended 
strongly to help unify our citizens. 
If, as he apparently feels, they no 
longer do, perhaps the cause may 
be found less in the rise of PLO 
acceptance by several democratic 

governments than In the growth of 

- - sentiment-amo^g- n- 

feUow-Israella that views tike those 

' estpresseJiPby him ai^ at Parlance 
with — indeed, if one may use the 
term without offence — do violence 
to the very core of a democratic, 
Judaic creed enshrined in the 
"primordial" precept that are for- 
bidden to achieve a desirable end — 
Arab- Jewish co-existence In the 
territories — by illegal or undesired 
means. 

That a number of the new 
settlements have been illegally es- 
tablished is beyond challenge, as is 
the fact that almost all are now ex- 
posed to FLO assault and are much 
resented by their non-Jewlsh 
neighbours. The PLO and its sup- 
porters would like nothing more 
than- continued efforts to expand 
civilian Israeli settlement on the 
West Bank and Golan Heights, with 
all the loss of funds, of Jewish lives, 
of Israel's friends abroad and of a 
national - consensus at home this 
already has entailed. 

The moral of what happened at 
Hebron Is not that Arab antagonism 
towards Israel will remain if we 
defer building fresh settlements in 
Judea and Samaria instead of In the 
G alilee and N egev , but rather tha t 
each time such' efforts are allowed, 
the present enemies of Israel gain 
added strength while those among 
us who, on balanced grounds, ad- 
vocate suspension of the -current 
policy (or lack thereof) must show 
within the law — how self- 
defeating it has been.

What are the correct 
judgements? . In his opinion, 
Bophuthatawana stands a good 
chance of being as truly Indepen- 
dent a national entity as any of the 
other Black African states that 
have won their Independence In re- 
cent decades and a much better 
chance than most of them to win 
economic independence. 

ADMITTEDLY, Bophuthatswaaa's 
major problem at present Is its ab- 
normal geographic condition. But, 
he says, negotiations are going on 
with Pretoria for consolidation of 
the seven areas Into one unbroken 
territory. So far, he notes, these 
negotiations have led Pretoria to 
agree to include the city of Mafek- 
lng, of Boer War fame, In the new 
state. And MafeUng Is to be Incor- 
porated into the new capital grow- 
ing alongside it, Mmabatho. 

The area of the seven pieces that 
moke up Bophuthatawana. today, 
comprises 40,000 sq. tans. But It is 
expected that the country's final 

area will be much larger once South 

Africa agrees to cede large parts 
of Its three provinces which today 

separate porta of Bophuthatawana 
from each other. 

The population, mostly Tswana 
people, numbers 2 %m., half of 
whom are TSwanas who work and 


reside in the urban ghettos of 
South Africa. But Pretoria has uni- 
laterally attached them to 
Bophuthatawana in the hope of 
reducing the Black majority within 
the republic. 

THERE’S THE rub. The indigenous 
Tswana' population of 
Bophuthatawana comprises those 
members of the nation who have 
remained largely in their original 
tribal setting. The urban Tswaxuu 
who were brought to South Africa's 
cities over the past few generations 
to serve as cheap labour far her 
growing industries and as servants 
in white homes are more highly 
skilled- and modernized than their 
rural relatives'. 

It is not at all clear whether those 
urbanized Tswanas will agree to 
return to the tribal areas from 
whence their grandparents and ' 
great-grandparents came and to 
relinquish the struggle far equal 
eights in a multi-racial South 
Africa. 

The Rev. Seodl hopes that many' 
will opt for living in a Black 
Bophuthatawana. He says a grow- 
ing number have been coming back 
since Bophuthatawana attained for* 
mal independence in late 1977. 

THE REV. SEODI regrets that 
there _ia little international un- , 
derstanding for what his country Is 


trying to do. "It's a shame that the 
world wants solutions only by blood 
and force rather than by patient 
negotiations." 

THE NEW state Is especially rich 
In platinum mines which account 
for hall of the free world’s platinum 
production. The established mines 
are owned by South African in- 
terests, but the Rev. Seodl says his 
country is seeking international in- 
vestment for new mines whose 
royalties would hopefully provide a 
large part of the Bophuthatawana 
budget. The country is also rich In 
other minerals, sucta as coal, gold, 
chrome and some diamonds. 

But this is all in the future. 
Bophuthatawana' is still very much 
an undeveloped, subsistence 
agriculture and herding economy. 

The one unexpectedly successful 
new development that has provided 
a major impetus for the country’s 
economic progress has been the re- 
cent opening of Sun City, a sort of 
Las Vegas of the antipodes, to 
which well-heeled white SouUi 
, Africans from Johannesburg and 
Pretoria have been docking. The 
magnetic attraction la that of a "sin 
city" where white South Africans 
can escape from their blue laws. 

Sun City was a concept developed 
by a Jewish South African hotelier, • 
Saul Kerbmer. together with the 
president of Bophuthatawana, 
Lucas Mangope. Sun City opened 


with 390 rooms which have been 
booked, solid for the past five 
months and plans now call .far ex- 
panding it to 1,000 rooms. Rev. 
Seodi (a Methodist, not a Dutch 
Reformed Calvinist) proudly notes 
that 30,000 South Africans visited 
the Sun City gaming tables and 
sports facilities over the recent 
Easter weekend. 

WHAT EXACTLY is it that the Rev. 
Seodi is seeking from Israel? 

Money for investment In the 
planned expansion of local industry 
and human skills needed for the 
development of Bophuthatswana'a 
infrastructure and society. 

The Rev. Seodi spoke particular- 
ly of attracting Israeli engineers, 

agronomists and physicians who 

would work In Ms country for a 
number of years to get various pro- 
jects off the ground and who would 
leave after training local people to 
take over. This, of course, is the 
sort of job Israael- performed in 
many newly-independent Black 
African countries before the 
massive rupture In diplomatic 
relations after the Yom Klppur 
War. 

Bophuthatswana'a c-llent 
relationship with South Africa 
makes any formal connection with 
. Israel especially ticklish In the con- 
text of Israel's hopes for the 
re-establishement of relations with 
Black Africa. On the other hand, 
perhaps such a relationship with a 
Bophuthatawana or a KwaZulu 
(another Black Homeland ap- 
proaching Independence) Is what is 
needed to give a jolt to Black 
African stataa who clearly desire to 
renew diplomatic ties with Israel, 
but have been hesitating because of 
Arab pressure.

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GIVE SOLDIERS LIFTS 
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CONFRONTING 
THE CRITICS

ISRAEL’S present linage in 
Canada is tarnished. The news 
media criticise the government's 
policy on new settlements in the 
West Sank; they regard them u il- 
legal, and a provocation. There Is 
also considerable pres’sure in 
Canada to recognize the FLO. 

This is the situation now confron- 
ting the Canada-Iarael Committee, 
which presents Israel's case to the 
Canadian government and the 
public-, as described by the com- 
mittee's chairman, Harold 
Buchwald. 

The committee is a counterpart 
of the Axnerlca-Israel Public Af- 
fairs committee ( AIPAC). which 
constitutes an Israel lobby in 
Washington, although the govern- 
ment in Ottawa does not provide for 
such a lobby system. 

It was set up in 1973 by the three 
major national Jewish 
organizations in Canada: the Cana- 
dian Zionist Federation, the Cana- 
dian Jewish Congress, and B'nal 
B'rith. It tries to enlist support for 
Israel In the national and provincial 
parliaments, and with the media, 
big business, organised labour, the 
clergy and academics. 

A full-time national director 
bandies parliamentary projects 
from national headquarters in Ot- 
tawa. The office in Montreal 
focuses on the French-speaMng 
population, while a director of com- 
munications in Toronto deals with 
television, radio and the 
newspapers. The research depart- 
ment is also based in Toronto. "Our 
offices there are located in the 
fashionable Bloor and Bay street 
area, to give them style and 
credibility," Buchwald said. 

In addition to its professional 
staff, the committee operates 
through regional committees made 
up of volunteers. "The volunteers 
set policy,” Buchwald stressed. 

ALTHOUGH CANADA has a record 
of support for Israel dating back to 
1947, and its soldiers have served on 
every UN force In the region (there 
are Canadian units -on the Golan 
Heights now) , as a middle power it 
now wants to appear even-handed. 
"Middle East oil is not a factor, but 
Middle East trade Is. There is a sen- 
sitivity not to upset Arab trade 
partners," Buchwald remarked. 

Until recently Israel was 
Canada's third-blggeat trading 
partner in the Middle East, after 
Saudi Arabia and Tunisia. With the 
recent signing of a multi-billion 
trade deal with Iraq, however, that 
country will take Israel's place.

The Israel-Canada trade balance is 
in Canada's favour. 

The awkward affair in which 
recently defeated Premier Joe 
Clark had to renege on his pre and 
post-election promise to move the 
Canadian embassy from Tel Aviv to 
Jerusalem, had some unfortunate 
side effects. "It was Canada's first 
taste of Arab counter-pressure, and 
showed how susceptible business is 
to such an offensive. It was 
something we had not seen In 32 
years," Buchwald said. 

He did not think that Clark had 
made' his promise because of 
Jewish prompting. He had been im- 
pelled by a high moral impulse, for 
which the Jewish community ad- 
mired him. Buchwald conceded 
there might be some backlash of 
resentment with Premier Pierre. 
Elliot Trudeau, whose party regain- 
ed power recently. _ 

The imbroglio about the embassy 
led to a series of questions about 
Canada’s relationship with Israel, 
he added. 

Canada's own problem with the 
Quebec separatist movement 
makes it easy for the public to Iden- 
tify. with other national liberation 
movements, such as the PLO 
claims to represent The question 
Quebec voters will be asked on May 
20 is whether they favour total in- 
dependence, or a continuing 
sovereignty association with the 
rest of Canada. There are clear 
parallels with West Bank and Gaza 
autonomy.

In Canada, although there is 8- 
strong push to open one, Buchwald 
sold. Canada's traditional position 
has been not to recognise the PLO 
unless it accepts Israel’s right to 
exist, and disavows terrorism. 

In his second report to the Cana- 
dian government (after a report on 
the embassy issue), special 
emissary to the Middle East Robert 
Stanfield wrote that it was clear to 
him that the only group recognized 
by the Palestinians la the PLO- He 
did not recommend a change In 
Canada's present stance but did 
suggest "limited communication 
with the PLO. in an effort to 
moderate Its portion." 

There is an impression In Canada 
that the Likud government is not 
sensitive to human rights concerns. 
"There is division even in the 
Jewish community on this, but we 
still speak with one voice," the 
visitor said. "It has not affected 
fund raising, but there is an unease 
when we watch Israel take a con- 
tinual pasting In the news media," 
Buchwald added. 

"After six Jews were gunned 
down in Hebron recently, the thing 
that gets the media play is the ex- 
. pulsion of the two Arab mayors and 
the religious functionary. The ap- 
parent violation of civil- rights is 
what is played up, while the atroci- 
ty is lost sight of." 

He remarked that nobody in 
Canada understands Israel's claim 
that Jordan is a Palestinian state 
and that another such state is not 
required. "This kind of special 
pleading falls on deaf ears." He 
added that Israel's case often seem- 
ed too complicated, nqt too well 
stated, and too tough to be credible. 
All this has to be understood in the 
context of Canada's approval of 
Israeli democracy. 

Canada's UN voting record has 
largely been supportive of Israel, 
although every once In a while it 
has abstained. “Our main job is to 
see that this state of affairs con- 
tinues.” 

Harold Buchwald says that some 
of his friends describe him as a 
P&vlovian Zionist, "who drools at 
the mouth every time Israel is men- 
tioned." The 52-year-old Buchwald 
heads a successful law firm in Win- 
nipeg, and took on the chair- 
manship of the Canada-Israel Com- 
mittee a year ago. Winnipeg has a 
population of only 18,000 Jews, out 
of approximately 825,000 in Canada. 

A specialist In tax and consumer 
protection law, Buchwald In 1978 
spent halt a year as a research 
fellow at the Hebrew University. 


A dedicated artist 


THE DEATH at 80 in New York on 
Wednesday of Ida Kaminska, the 
Polish Jewish act ress who was nom- 
inated for an Academy Award for 
her portrayal of an aged Jewish 
shopkeeper in the Czech movie on 
the Holocaust, "The Shop on Main 
Street," marks an end of an epoch 
— and, perhaps, the beginning of 
the last chapter in the history of 
Jewish theatre in the Diaspora. 

Ida Ka m i n ska was not only a 
famous Jewish actress, theatrical 
director and producer, she was also 
the second generation of per- 
formers who contributed so much 
to Jewish culture. She was the 
daughter of Esther Rachel 
Kaminska, known as the mother of 
the Yiddish theatre, and Abraham 
Kaminsky, a noted Yiddish actor 
and entrepreneur. 

Ida first appeared on the stage at 
the age of five. She became famous 
while travelling with her mother's 
ensemble and as a child prodigy 
during her triumphant perfor- 
mances in St. Petersburg in 1908. 

The family travelled extensively, 
performing throughout the Russian 
and Austro-Hungarian empires. 
.After braving dangers In the 
Ukraine and Russia during World 
War I, after the Bolshevik revolu- 
tion and during the <3vil War, they 
finally returned to Poland in 1920. 

Ida performed in her father's 
theatre and eventually built her 
own Jewish art stage, reaching the 
pinnacle of her theatrical career in 
the thirties. 

Together with her first husband, 
the noted Jewish actor Sigmund 
Turkov, she toured Eastern

Europe, Germany and South 
America. In 1931, she divorced 
Turkov and, in -1936. married 
another famous Jewish actor, Meir 
Mel man. 

ASTER THE GERMAN invasion of 
Poland, Ida escaped from occupied 
Warsaw and reached Lwow where 
she established a state Ukrainian 
Jewish theatre with official sup- 
port. 

After the German invasion in 
1941. she moved on to Frunze in 
Kirghlstan. but returned to Moscow 
to participate in the activities of the 
Jewish anti-Fascist Committee. 
She befriended top Jewish writers 
and intellectuals, including Hya 
Ehrenburg. 

In 1946 Ida was back in Poland, 


first in Lodz, and then in Warsaw 
where she established the 
government-sponsored Esther 
Rachel Kaminska State Jewish 
Theatre. She also toured Europe, 
Israel and Australia and in 1964 
achieved international fame for her 
role in the Czech film. "The Shoo mt 
Main Street,” for which she was 
nominated for an Academy Award. 

After the Six Day War and a 
successful U.S. tour, Ida found that 
the official atmosphere in Poland 
had changed to one of scorn and en- 
mity'. Leaving Poland, she came to 
Israel in the summer of 1968, but 
despite a warm welcome and public 
support for a planned theatre, she 
set out for the U.S. However, the 
hoped-for funds from American 
Jewish sources did not materialize 
and an attempt to build a theatre on 
her own came to naught. In 1973, 
she published her memoirs, "My 
Life, My Theatre" and in March 
1975 was In Israel once again. In 
November of the same year, a 
public committee was formed un- 
der Golda Meir’s patronage to 
honour the 50th anniversary of her 
mother's death. 

Ida Kaminska was a gifted and 
dedicated artist who mode great 
contributions to the strengthening 
of the sense of Jewish self- 
awareness, often under most dif- 
ficult circumstances. She Was often 
criticized for her shifting loyalties 
and leanings; her only true and un- 
swerving allegiance was to her art. 

Ida is survived by her husband, 
Meir Melman, daughter Ruth, and 
grandchildren.

ARMENIAN HOLOCAUST 


THE MEMBERS of the committee 
made a toast in their ancient 
language: "To life,” they said. 
They spoke of their yearning to 
return to their ancient homeland. 
The observer laughed, "Do you 
think the Turks will ever let you 
have a state?” he asked. 

Basle 1897? Wrong. Jerusalem 
1980. The speakers were not early 
Zionists but members of an Arme- 
nian committee, planning their an- 
nual memorial for the Armenian 
holocaust. 

Many observers have com- 
mented on the similarities between 
the Jews and the Armenians. Un- 
fortunately, what seems to link the 
two peoples more than anything 
else is the fact that both suffered 
great national tragedies In the 20th 
century. There are those who say 
that it was the International in- 
difference to the Armenian tragedy 
which encouraged the Nazis to 
carry out their programme of 
genocide against the Jews. 

The members of the Jerusalem 
memorial committee for the 65th 
anniversary of the tragedy, repre- 
sent five Armenian clubs within the 
community. They explained that 
the holocaust was carried out In 
1915 by the Young Turks, who saw 
In the 2.5 million Armenians a 
threat to the eastern flank of their 
empire. 4 Previous regimes had

carried out isolated massacres, but 
this was the f(rst full-scale 
programme of genocide. 

All the men were called up Into 
the army and put into special 
"labour regiments" without arms. 
Then they were taken to the coun- 
tryside and butchered. On -the eve 
of April 24, the religious and in- 
tellectual leaders of the Armenian 
community In Istanbul were 
arrested. They were taken to cen- 
tral Anatolia, where they too were 
killed. Finally, the women and 
children were "exiled" to the 
-Syrian desert, a march on which 
three quarters of the two million 
who set out were killed or starved to 
death. 


known their grandfather, 
parents all arrived as re 
taken in by the Arm 
monastery in the Old C 
Jerusalem, an institution 
back some 1,300 years whi 
been a traditional haven dur 
centuries that Armenia was 
foreign rule. 


There are presently some 2,500 
Armenians in Jerusalem and 


another 1,000 scattered in Haifa, 
Jaffa and Naze re th. Their policy is 
one of loyalty to whatever govern- 
ment is in power. This outlook has 
served the Armenians well, they 
say, until the recent lack of govern- 
ment in Lebanon. 

Meanwhile, they said, wherever 
Armenians live, they yearn for 
their ancient homeland. Nor is it 
important If the return takes many 
years — some day they will return, 
they say. 

At present, there are an es- 
timated 70.000 Armenians in 
Turkey, mainly in or near Istanbul. 
Armenians are not allowed to 
return to historic Armenia in 
eastern Turkey, and even those liv- 
ing elsewhere are subject to severe 
discrimination, the committee 
members said. 

"We don't ask for pity, or even 
sympathy," one member of the 
committee stressed, "we are simp- 
ly asking for what Is ours. And if we 
lose, it does not mean that we have 
lost forever." As for attacks on 
Turkish diplomatic representatives 
and institutions abroad In recent 
years, the committee members 
claim that none have beetfc proved 
to come from Armenian activists. 
Even the Turkish press has 
speculated that the attackers may 
be Greek Cypriots, they say. -

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AT THE SCENE of American dis- 
asters. Dr. Charles Rau and Ms 
associates' can usually he found 
picking their way through the 
remains for a living: 

Dr. Rau is general manager of 
Failure Analysis Associates, a 
unique high-technology consultancy 
which Is thriving on ita precise in- 
vestigations and predictions of 
faults, real and Imagined. The firm 
has probed some celebrated ac- 
cidents: those of the Ford Pinto 
motor-car: the Douglas DC-10; and 
the actress Arui-Margret, who fell 
from a trapeze above a resort hotel 
stage. 

The firm’s clients Include 111 of 
America’s largest industrial .cor- 
porations. 

Failure Analysis has grown at 
breakneck pace for one prime 
reason. In the wake of a U.S. 
catastrophe, lament soon finds ex- 
pression in the courts. Product 
liability laws have encouraged a 
flood of litigation, and FAA has 
become a free-lance coroner of 
things inanimate, pathologists In 
metallurgy, structures, mechanics 
and the Like. 

Last week Rau was in Texas, hop- 
ing to discover what made a 
railway wagon blow up. From there 
he flew to Churchill College, Cam- 
bridge, to lecture the Metals Socie- 
ty in the mlcromechanica of crack 
extensions. 

Consultants with FAA live half in 
the academic world, half in the 
multi-million dollar world of in- 
dustry, insurance and law. The 
firm was founded from Stanford 
•University, California, where 
lawyers regularly sought 
professorial explanations of ac- 
cidents. In 1967 two Stanford scien- 
tists realised that a comprehensive 
consultancy service would have 
good prospects. 

"Universities are limited. They 
may nothave the time or scope for 
a comprehensive Investigation,” 
says Rau. "Today a really major 
disaster or relatively small 
problems can be coped with by uni- 
versity or similar part-time eX- - 
perts brought in Just for that job. 

"But we are still just about the 
only people who deal with the 80 per

cent in between and otter a full ser- 
vice over any number of dis- 
ciplines.” 

SO FAR, FAA baa done little work 
outside the U.S. Compensation 
settlements abroad are simply not 
high enough to Justify the firm's 
services. 

“Bluntly, 10 dead Turks are not 
worth as much as one dead 
American,” says Rau in oblique 
reference to DC-10 crashes. Even in 
countries like Britain, where 
employers’ „ and manufacturers' 
liability is "increasing, the huge 
sums like those settled in America 
are unlikely to become common 
practice. — 

“Britain has disincentives to 
frivolous litigation — the plaintiff 
may have to pay costa,” says Ran. 
“There are no such penalties In the 
U.S. where frivolous law suits are 
getting very common. X reckon 
these days most employers and 
manufacturers In the States take all 
reasonable steps to safeguard 
against failure, which anyway 
nearly always comes down to 
human error.’' 

One common safeguard is to call 
in FAA while a product is still at the 
design development stage. Risk 
prediction is the fastest growing 
part of FAA 'a business, and it has 
been aided by the firm's Innovation 
of a combination of limited 
-statistics' with a . limited 
mathematical model to produce a 
composite analysis . Data previous- 
ly reckqped Insufficient can, when 


combined in this way by FAA. give 
a cll'Cnt early and accurate 
diagnosis and prediction of faults 

FASHIONING mathematical 
models and processing data require 
massive computing power. FAA’s 
business could not exist without the 
silicon chip, and appropriately lta 
headquarters are In Palo Alto, in 
the heart of Silicon Valley. 

"I’ve computed comparisons of 
all sorts of risks," says Rau. 
"Chances of a major dam failure 
are far greater than a nuclear 
power plant accident, for example. 
The world is getting safer, but it's 
also getting mare complex, so the 
level of risk is not changing too 
.much. 

“What complicates thlnga Is that 
people accept very high risks in 
some activities, but want assur- 
ances for others that even the data 
cannot satisfy. Coal power Is 
reckoned safe, despite all the risks 
Involved in -mining 'and .burning 
coal. Nuclear power is the 
reverse.” 

When a suspension bridge 
collapsed in Ohio, San Francisco 
residents succeeded in getting a 
similar bridge closed. 

“A bank with Interests in the 
bridge called us and said, 'Look, 
guys, they've closed our bridge and 
we need accurate analysis if we’re 
going to he able to get it open 
again'," says Rau. Refined 
analysis of fatigue and fracture 
mechanics, plus modelling, enabled 
FAA to show that the San Francisco 
bridge was acceptably safe. 

Other major contracts have 
studied radial tyres, turbine discs 
(In power plants and jet aircraft), 
car steering assemblies, oil drilling 
derricks, welds in supertankers, 
aircraft wings, and diving gear. 

Last year a Hollywood producer 
toured FAA's laboratories and 
delved into 5,000 FAA case 
histories. “They wanted to base a 
TV series on us. They even got 
around to writing some scripts,” 
says Rau. If they ever get round to 
filming, the joke at FAA is that they 
will discover a crack in the camera 
lens.

AS HER POEM from prison says, 
no one can ever know what Mary 
Bell, an 11 -year-old English 
schoolgirl given a life sentence In 
1958 for the manslaughter of two 
boys, -had to endure. 

This week marks a milestone in 
British justice. Mary, now 22, has 
been freed after spending much of 
her childhood, her entire 
adolescence and her first years of 
womanhood behind bars. 

"All she wants now,” says the 
Home Office, which is in charge of 
British prisoners, and probations, 
“is to lead a normal life.” 
Probably no other court case in 
Britain has done more to spotlight 
what is becoming a world-wide 
problem: how to deal with child- 
aged criminals in a humane, secure 
and rehabilitative way. 

"She has in fact become a test 
case for the system,” says Gitta 
Sereny, a "Sunday 'rimes" reporter 
and author of a book, "The caae of 
Mary Bell.” 

The question, she says, is 
whether It is possible, and right, for 
a human being to grow to adulthood 
in such circumstances. 

Pretty, petite and pixie-like, 
Mary was accused with another girl 
of strangling two young boys, aged 
4 and 3, in her neighbourhood of 
Newcastle-on-Tyne in north-east 
England. 

She was tried as though she were 
an adult. She admitted killing one 
boy by accident, but denied 
murdering the other.

"Children may 
sometimes do horrible things. But 
they are still children," said one 
London newspaper.

SENDING HER to prison 
"indefinitely,” Justice Sir Ralph 
Cusack said Mary had killed the 
hoys “solely for the pleasure and 
excitement of murder. This girl is 
dangerous...” • 

Authorities had no suitable place 
to put Mary. She was sent first to a 
special unit of a penal institution for 
boys from February 1969 to 
November 1978 and then jailed in a 
women's prison with inmates twice 
her age. 

“I can't understand why they 
moved. me to a place like this,” 
Mary wrote in a 1973 letter to her 
mother. 

; "They say they are adjusting me 
to living with women but these types 
bf women surely can’t be a good in-, 
fluence upon anyone... They have to 
realize one day that Fm human, 
that Fm sorry and that living with 
my own damned conscience is 
enough punishment for me." 

At the time of her arrest, psy- 
chiatrists described Mary as 
"unsoclalized" and 


“manipulative.” Later she was 
regarded as an intelligent girl 
whose emotional and intellectual 
frustrations were expressed in 
aggressive anti-social behaviour. 

Transferred to a minlmum- 
security “open prison" at Moor 
Court in 1977, Mary grew more 
depressed thinking of what she was 
missing. 

SHE RAN AWAT. According to 
published reports in Britain, she 
spent a weekend with a man and ad- 
mitted making love with him. She 
was recaptured at his home after 50 
hours of freedom. 

“I am shut away and-I have never 
' experienced any life,” Mary wrote 
in an appeal for parole despite the 
break-out. 

“I -decided I wanted to make a 
'break for it even If it was only for a 
fewTre u ra. T 'a m 'gsltinyTiow-that I 
. - -b o »g i ven^a*chancato hve-a -norm al 
life. I just wanted to be free. Give 
me a chance to be so." 

. Last May, Mary was transferred 
to Aakham Grange, an open prison 
where she lived In a hostel wing, 
had her own apartment and went 
out to work each day in preparation 
for parole. 

She took a job -in a cafe. Her 
employers were told her Identity, 
but workmates, knew her only as 
“Lisa.” Soon she was allowed to go 
out at night to pubs and clubs. 

According to the Home Office, 
Mary has refused to hide her identi- 
ty and will return to her home city, 
where just 12 years ago angry 
residents threw rocks at her 
family’s house, 

Mary Is not the only one who 
wants to forget her past: “We don’t 
want to know anything about her. 
We don’t ever want to hear or see 
her name.” says June Brown, the 
mother of one of Mary's victims. 

“She's been locked up for 12 
years. Maybe that Is enough. What 
do I know?”

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casions has pointed out that the 
failure of the Political Parties 
Financing Law to subject party af- 
filiates (e.g. publishing firms and 
educational institutions) to his con- 
trol is a serious loophole, since the 
affiliated bodies can serve as a 
channel for receiving and forwar- 
ding illegal contributions to the par- 
ties. 

The new bill also deals' with 
Another criticism levelled by the 
state comptroller at the financing 
law: that while it prohibits political 
parties from accepting con- 
tributions from domestic corporate 
bodies, it is silent on funds from 
corporate bodies abroad. 

The new bill says categorically 
that only contributions from in- 
dividuals may be accepted. And no 
Individual may contribute more 
than 1550,000 within any six-month 
period. 

Every political party, under the 
bill, is required to adopt by-laws 
dealing, inter nZio, with the rules 
for accepting and expelling 
members, the right to vote for and 
be elected - to the party's in- 
stitutions. and election procedures 
for these institutions. 

Each party is required to have a 
supreme Institution, an executive, a 
control body, and a party court. The 
supreme institution must be elected 
In “generalT'equal, and secret elec- 
tions" at least once in five years. 

Hausner’s bill said at least once 
in four years. 

The parties are required to keep 
books, and to issue balance sheets 
and reports as laid down bv the 
state comptroller, and in thin 
respect the same rule that applies 
to the parties also applies to any 
body controlled by them. 

The article prohibiting political 
parties from engaging In economic 
or business activity makes an ex- 
ception :“To the extent required for 
conducting its organizational and 
propaganda activity, it Is entitled to 
hold an4 to undertake activities 
with assets, including the publica- 
tion of periodicals. 'newspapers and 
publications, and Including the in- 
vesting of its money in built-up 
property or In securities in order to 
protect its value.”

Chase cuts prime to 15.5% 


NEW YORK (AP). — Chase 
Manhattan, the third-largest U.S. 
commercial bank, cut its prime 
rate yesterday from 16.5 to 15.5 per 
cent, pushing the prime to Its lowest 
level In months. 

Rankers Trust Co., the eighth- 
large at, quickly matched the new 
rate. Although most banks are 
currently quoting a prime rate of 
16.5 per cent, analysts said they ex- 
pect the lower rate to spread 
throughout the banking' induatrv 
soon. No. 5 Morgan Guaranty Trust 
Co., on Monday lowered Its prime to 
16 per cent but no other major 
banks followed. 

The prime — the Interest rate 
banks charge on loans to their most 
creditworthy corporate customers 
— peaked at 20 per cent in early 
April and has since been on .the 


decline. The prime is considered a 
key indicator of trends in all kinds 
of interest rates because when the 
prime changes, most other rates do 
also. 

Analysts attribute the recent 
declines in the prime rate to two 
main factors — drops in the de- 
mand for business loans and 
declines in open-market interest 
rates that affect banks' cost of 
gathering funds. 

Business loan demand has been 
falling to r several weeks, in part 
due to a slowdown in the U.S. 
economy. In addition, many 
businesses are bypassing the banks 
to find lower rates in the commer- 
cial paper market, in which large 
companies issue short-term IOUa to 
other companies and large in- 
vestors. 


Fight over special benefits 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

The treasury wants the govern- 
ment to rescind Its recent decision 
.to give pensioners and other 
recipients of National Insurance 
benefits .special compensation for 
TdSrekse' Jn the price -of fuel, • 
water, gas and' public transporta- 
tion. 

Two weeks ago the government 
decided to pay pensioners a special 
3 per cent compensation, but on 
Sunday the budget director, Uri 
Laor, told the Knesset Labour and 
Social Affairs Committee that the 
treasury wants to go back on that 
decision. 

According to the National In- 
surance Institute, the treasury 
thinks that this compensation 
should not be added to pensioners, 
as those entitled to an additional 


social benefit, because the April 
consumer price index rose by 10.2 
per cent. Whenever the index rises 
by *10 per cent or more, social 
benefits are now automatically ad- 
justed. 

• ' Labour-' 'and Social Affairs 
Minister Israel Katz, received the 
treasures announcement with sur- 
prise, because he had not been con- 
sulted beforehand. Sources close to 
Dr. Katz said that there is no con- 
nection between the April rise in the 
price index and the government 
decision to compensate pensioners 
for the increase in fuel prices in 
May. 

These sources added that an 
economic policy of restraint cannot' 
start by hitting the lowest tenth of 
income recipients, or the elderly, 
widows and invalids.

and was a regular contributor to the 
most prestigious American and 
European Journals. 

He started his career as a pastor 
In Philadelphia (1938—1942) . Later 
he became professor of Semitic 
languages and dean of Shelton 
College In New York City and in 
1957 became dean and professor of 
Old Testament literature at Trinity 
Divinity Schdol in Illinois. 

Since the founding and official 
opening of the American Institute 
in 1958, Young divided Ms time 
between his duties here and visits to 
Christian centres abroad. He lec- 
tured . widely at universities and 
churches all over the world, often 
on behalf of the Israeli government, 
and he organized groups of scholars 
wishing to visit the Holy Land. ' 

Over the years Young accepted 
numerous local civic and cultural 
responsibilities. He was past- 
president of Jerusalem Rotary and 
a member' of the International 
Committee of Sha&re Zedek 
Hospital, Interfaith Committee, 
Rainbow Group and other in- 
stitutions. He was the recipient of 
the. B'rlth Abraham medal for &d-

vancement of Hebrew studies in 
the U.S., received the Israel 
Pilgrim Medal in 1964 and became 
a distinguished citizen of 
Jerusalem In 1978. 

Dr. Young founded "Bridges for 
Peace” in 1978, an organization 
which tried to promote Israel- Arab 
peace and better ecumenical un- 
derstanding. Together with Ms wife 
he published "A Dispatch from 
Jerusalem,” a monthly circular, 
endeavouring to instruct the Chris- 
tian community regarding Israel’s 
rebirth, her problems and the need 
for Christian support for Israel. 

Young resigned from his post as 
president of the Institute In 1979 and 
dedicated himself to writing a book 
which would have been a continua- 
tion of bis pledge — the intensifica- 
tion of Jewish-Christian coopera- 
tion and better understanding by 
the Christian world of the needs and 
hopes of Israel. 

Young leaves his wife, Georgina, 
and a son. Prof. Gordon Young of 
Purdue University. 

Funeral services for Dr. Young 
will take place at St. Andrews Scots 
Memorial Church in. Jerusalem at 2 
p.m. on Sunday.

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Politics and punishment 

THERE ARE no doubt worse, far worse punishments in today’s 
world than the exile from their home at Beit S&hur to the aban- 
doned refugee camp of Ein Sultan near Jericho, which was 
meted out to the Shumali family last Thursday. This was the 
penalty for their 17-year-old son's atoning of a military vehicle 
at the entrance to the town. 

Had this taken place in Kabul, for example, the young culprit 
(who, needless to say, denies his guilt) would not have been 
merely taken prisoner (or even beaten up, as he claims he was), 
but would have been summarily executed by the occupation 
forces; and his entire family would have been lucky to be mere- 
ly exiled to some distant and inaccessible part of Afghanistan. 

And no one would have even heard of the case, unless some 
wandering Western reporter had accidentally got wind of it. 

But Israel is not the Soviet Union, and the West Bank is not 
Afghanistan, despite allegations to the contrary by a number of 
countries, mostly but not exclusively Moslem. Wholly arbitrary 
justice is near impossible here, and so is the wilful suppression 
of the truth. 

The military government, under Defence Minis ter Weizman, 
might, therefore, have expected that the Shumali family would, 
in no time at all, win banner headlines around the world for its 
sudden, unwarranted plight. 

Its plight? The Shum alls' meticulously media-researched new 
quarters at Bin Sultan, dirty, waterless and unlighted as they 
were, were arguably not much inferior to the kind of lodging in 
which the mass of humanity in the developing countries live to 
this day. But they did not represent the sort of conditions to 
which people would seem to be entitled under Israel’s rule. 

More important, the Shum alls' well-publicized banishment 
prompted the immediate suggestion that the concept of justice 
under which an entire family is penalized, without actual proof 
of guilt, for the misdeeds of one of its members, is itself un- 
worthy of a civilized society. That was part of the comment that 
accompanied many of the reports. 

On Tuesday, the eve of Shavuot, the defence minister revers- 
ed course, ordering that the Shumali family be sent back home, 
along with the Qaiba family of Balata, near Nablus, which had 
been similarly deported to a refugee camp in the Jericho area. 
The two families were duly returned to their homes yesterday. 
The ending was happy, more or less, and Washington applauded 
the action. 

Serious questions, however, persist. The case of Nablus 
Mayor Bassam Shaka should, presumably, have taught the 
responsible officers, and officials, that impetuous “overkill” 
that tends only to boomerang, is the last thing Israel needs in the 
territories, especially now. But the lesson has not been learned. 

On the contrary, the practice has lately been on the rise. The 
Beit Hadassah massacre was followed up by the blowing up of a 
house owned, as it was belatedly discovered, by two Arab 
families that bad saved scares of Jews during the 1929 pogrom; 
and by the peremptory exile of three local leaders who have 
since then been causing Israel more trouble abroad than they 
ever could do on home grounds. 

The High Court, on Tuesday, gave the state 45 days in which to 
show cause why the three expellees should not be allowed to 
return. Perhaps good legal cause will in fact be shown. But the 
political error will not thereby be corrected — indeed it may 
prove resistant to correction. 

Unless some drastic action is taken soon. thi« may become 
true of the occupation regime as a whole. 

Quebec speaks 

THE PEOPLE of Quebec, casting their ballots this week in the 
long-delayed referendum on the future of their province, 
Canada's second largest, said resoundingly “no" to separatism 
and “yes" to federalism. 

By a decisive majority of 60 per cent, they turned down 
Premier Rene Levesque’s bid for a mandate to start 
negotiations with the federal government, now again headed by 
his old rival Pierre Elliott Trudeau, for a new “sovereignty- 
association" arrangement between Quebec City and Ottawa. 

The vote was a clear-cut defeat for M. Levesque, and may 
spell the end, in the provincial elections due next year, of his 
Parti Quebecols regime, installed back In 1976. By the same 
token, it was a fresh vote of confidence in Mr. Trudeau’s 
resurgent Liberal Party, which won the national election only 
three months ago. 

The size of the majority was especially significant. M. 
Levesque, a minority premier, had been well aware that on the 
issue of separatism, he would be hard put to garner more than 
half the votes. He had, therefore, been dropping hints that if a 
clear majority of Quebec's francophones favoured the proposi- 
tion, he might consider this a victory. The French speakers ac- 
count for some 80 per cent of the province’s population. 

As it happened, even they failed to deliver. M. Levesque was 
left in a minority among his own people. 

Crowing over the success of Canada's federal idea would, 
however, be premature. There are indeed signs that Ottawa 
Itself is now well aware that the results of the referendum are 
not so much cause for satisfaction, as for a more vigorous pur- 
suit of the cause of federal reform. 

The Quebeckers, regardless of language, offered their federal 
government another chance to show that the Canadian system, 
one of the wonders of the modern democratic world, need not be 
broken up in order to make all the peoples within it feel that they 
are “masters in their own house.”

A Dr. Strangelove 
defence doctrine 

The development of tactical nuclear weapons as a sub- 
stitute for conventional defence will not lessen tlje defence 
burden, and is suicidal madness, writes Post Economic 
Editor MEIR MERHAV, who suggests that Israel may 
have other defence options if it regains the initiative in 
negotiating peace. 
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THE SUGGESTION .that Israel 
should adopt a NATO-type defence 
strategy, based on tactical nuclear 
weaponry, 'as a way out of the 
economic difficulties created by the 
high cost of conventional defence, is 
in the air. Strategic studies publish- 
ed abroad have discussed it as a 
real possibility for years. 

The growing threat of an 
"Islamic bomb" adds topicality to 
such ideas. For the time being, they 
might be dismissed as the 
brainstorms of anonymous in- 
dividuals. if they did not echo 
thoughts voiced publicly by an in- 
fluential and authoritative source 
— Moshe Dayan. 

In early 1976, Dayan repeatedly 
stated in public that, for its sur- 
vival, Israel must have the nuclear 
option as well as long-range mis- 
siles. He also said that he believed 
that Israel already had the 
capability of making nuclear 
bombs (The Jerusalem Poet, 
February 16 and 19, 1976). 

“Time" magazine quoted him as 
saying that “Israel has no choice. 
With our manpower, we cannot 
physically or economically go on 
acquiring more and more tanks and 
more and more planes. Before long, 
you will have all of us maintaining 
and oiling the tanks." 

As pointed out by Robert 
Harkavy in a monograph published 
in 1977 by Denver University, the 
Inference is clear: Dayan did not 
refer to a doomsday deterrent, but 
clearly to a NATO-type defence 
doctrine. 

A strategic, last-resort deterrent 
is no alternative to masses of tanks 
and planes and the manpower to 
service them. Tactical non- 
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conventional weapons might be — If 
they could be. 

The distinction between strategic 
and tactical nuclear weapons is- 
blurred. The latter are defined as 
being Intended for use against 
enemy troop concentrations, in the 
theatre of operations, while the 
former are for Beep interdiction, 
the massive annihilation, of the 
enemy's economic potential and 
population centres, and are the 
“ultimate deterrent.’' 

The tactical use of such weapons 
in densely populated areas requires 
that collateral damage be avoided 
— hence the development of 
miniaturized, low-yield weapons 
and highly accurate delivery 
systems. And vice versa — 
miniaturization and development of 
accurate guidance systems has 
made the tactical use of nuclear 
weapons seem possible without, 
necessarily leading to escalation 
into all-out nuclear warfare. 

AS FAR AS Israel la concerned, 
three questions most be answered 
before speculation about a possible 
NATO-type defence strategy is dis- 
missed as a suicidal non-option: 
Since no one is likely to sell Israel 
the warheads, the accurate 
delivery systems needed for their 
use, or the know-how to make them, 
can Israel go it alone? 

Assuming that the answer to this 
question is affirmative, does such 
an alternative provide any solution 
to the economic problem of the 
defence burden? And supposing 
that the answer to both of these 
questions is in the affirmative, is a 
non-conventional option of the 
NATO type strategically feasible in 
our conditions?

Sir, — As a reader of The 
Jerusalem Poet since my aliya in 
January 1947 and a Juvenile Proba- 
tion Officer. I was astonished by 
Robert Rosenberg's article of May 
2. “Persistent problem." 

Only an ignorant person can take 
words spoken by juveniles to a jour- 
nalist at face value. Knowing the 
workers referred to in the article as 
very successful and dedicated peo- 
ple with a long record of rehabilita- 
tion of the most serious delinquents 
(many of these former delinquents 
are now occupying high positions hi 
government, army and business), I 
at least have to think that, for some 
unknown reason, these facts were 
not understood by your correspon- 
dent. 

I am sorry that, because of the 
-prohibition of the Juvenile Law, I 
am unable to show you the records 
In-our office. Of course, we have our 
share of failures, as in all 
professions. 

I am happy that your correspon- 
dent found a common language 
with the director of the street 
workers in Jerusalem. I only don't 
understand, and never have, why a 
professional person has to glorify 
by degrading other professional 
workers. Again I am sorry that the 
law forbids me from showing you 
the records of all those kids who are 
sent to us in the end when all the 
other professional help has not 

succeeded- 

If you .are truly interested in 
knowing what goes on in 
Jerusalem, please come to our of- 
fice. make a choice of any proba- 
tion officer and accompany Mm for 
a week from morning until late at 
night, and then come to our weekly 
staff meeting and discuss with us 
the “persistent problem."

Robert Rosenberg comments: 

Obviously there are dedicated 
and successful social workers, 
probation officers and other 
professionals trying their best -r 
and sometimes succeeding — to 
help solve the persistent problem of 
juvenile delinquency. The point of 
my artic le was to show that, despite 
those efforts, delinquency, both 
qualitatively and quantitatively, is 
on the rise and that, without a 
specified, unified policy to deal with 
it, even the best of the professionals 
Is serving only a few drops from, if 
not an. ocean, then at least a fast 
moving stream. 

That stream Is made up precisely 
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of those delinquents, narly 4,000 es- 
timated in Jerusalem alone, who 
won't be found in the probation of- 
ficer's records simply because they 
have not been caught, or more im- 
portant, helped. 

Finally, while sociologists have 
proven that the self-image of- 
juveniles, and especially delinquent 
juveniles, often does not correspond , 
to reality, perhaps one of the basic ; 
causes of juvenile delinquency is 1 
that many of the youths were never 
listened to. were never respected as 
human beings, were never given 
the opportunity to learn that skills 
with words, and not fists, may be a 
way out of their vicious cycle. 

CYNICAL SENTENCE

been sentenced to one year’s im- , 
prisonment In Odessa on a charge 
of ‘parasitism’ which Is the judicial 
cynicism used by the Russians to 
taunt and oppress those to whom 
they deny the right to work. 
Moisey's ‘crime’ has been to apply 
to join his parents in Israel. He is 
now 28 years old and has been 
waiting for a visa for seven years. 

We beg your readers to ask 
friends in Europe to request the 
Soviet authorities to permit Moisey 
the right to emigrate; this right is 
acknowledged by the USSR in Its 
constitution and under the Helsinki 
accord.

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The answer to the first question is 
probably affirmative, on a limited 
scale. If Dayan said that he 
believes Israel is capable of making 
nuclear bombs, we may assume 
that he is not given to sounding un- 
founded beliefs. 

Foreign publications, such as 
those of the Stockholm Inter- 
national Peace Research Institute 
fSIPRI) . attribute to Israel, among 
some other Third World countries, 
the capability of producing both 
. nuclear warheads and certain types 
of delivery systems. The most ob- 
vious among the latter — nuclear- 
capable airplanes — are here in 
abundance. 

We may deduce that Israel has 
the technical capability. However, 
to develop that capability — which, 
despite Jewish genius and so forth, 
must be quite limited In a small na- 
tion .— into the operational 
availability of weapons systems 
that can be an alternative to 
massive conventional forces, much 
time and money is needed. 

This leads us straight to the se- 
cond question: Since no one will sell 
Israel the warheads, the materials 
for them, the know-how for their 
miniaturization or the accurate 
delivery systems needed to permit 
their tactical use, Israel would have 
to develop the whole, weapons 
system on its own. 

THIS IS A very tall order. While the 
development of this alternative was 
under way, conventional forces* 
would have to be maintained at full 
strength and even increased. The 
cost of developing the alternative 
would therefore be superimposed 
on the existing defence burden. 

We would be saddled for many 
years with more, not lees, 

domestic defence expenditure. 
And, once developed and 
operational, the military and 
political leadership (night even 
want to play it safer than safe and 
retain the conventional forces and 
weapons in addition to such a non- 
conventional arsenal. 

Moreover, the vast development 
effort could probably never be kept 
completely under wraps. The U.S., 
which according to some -analysts 
bas Increased its conventional 
military aid to Israel as an induce- 
ment to steer away from non- 
conventional options (for example. 
Robert Harkavy, in volume 14 of 
the Monograph Series in World Af- 
fairs, Denver University) might 
retaliate by cutting off aid for con- 
ventional defence. 

This would leave Israel hanging 
in a void between an impaired con- 
ventional defence capability and a 
not yet developed non-conventional 
alternative. The idea of blackmail- 
ing the U.S. into providing more aid 
as an alternative to the alternative: 
is therefore nonsense. 

In addition, no war with tactical 
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nuclear Weapons would be flghtable 
or winnable. The possession of an 
ultimate deterrent, an a threat for a 
“let * my soul perish with the 
Philistines” situation, may be 
stomached by the superpowers, 
tacitly if reluctantly. The threat of 
countering an attack by conven- 
tional forces with theatre nuclear 
weapons never will be. 

It is. however, conceivable that 
Israel, through a heroic feat of im- 
agination, might adopt an un- 
equivocally defensive security doc- 
trine — both tactically and 
strategically — instead of the tac- 
tically offensive, strategically 
defensive, doctrine it has espoused 
until now. 

ASSUMING IT could get away with 
it, Israel would have to declare its 
intention to make a last-stand non- 
conventional defence of only those 
boundaries recognized by the 
superpowers and the rest of the 
world. That would mean the 1967 
boundaries. It could never declare 
its Intent to defend its hold on con- 
quered territories with such a 
strategy. 

The fail-back on the 1967 boun- 
daries would, however, make non- 
sense of the entire concept. Tactical 
non-conventional weapons could 
never be used inside the 1967 boun- 
daries (or even beyond them) 
without destroying what they were 
meant to defend. 

Even in these more restricted 
terms, the. analogy with NATO is 
false. NATO's reliance on theatre 
nuclear weapons is based on the ex- 
istence of the U.S. strategic 
deterrent. This does not exist for 
Israel. 

There is a recognized qualitative' 
difference, a “firebreak,” between 
nuclear weapons of any size or kind 
and conventional weapons, 
however powerful. To be effective 
as a deterrent, a nuclear-based 
defence doctrine must be able to 
define an equally recognizable 
break between acts of hostility that 
would not trigger off a nuclear 
response and those that would. 

NATO has found it difficult to 
demarcate the threshold. In
